Spokesman of Liquor Traffic. 


New York, Jan. 11.—Charges that 
the Anti-Saloon Leagu e is su p p o rted 
by mu lti-millionaires who u se the or­ 
ganization for p olitical p u rp oses, was 
made at a 
m eeting of New York 
wholesale liqu or dealers by T. M. Gil­ 
more, edito r of a liqu or trade m aga­ 
zine. 
Mr. Gilmore also said th at to 
defeat the rising tide of p rohibition, 
the saloon bu siness m u st be p u rged of 
its evil asp ects. 
The meeting was 
held to consider affiliation with the 
model license law movement begu n in 
Lou isville, Ky., two m o nths ago. and 
since extended to Pittsbu rg, Baltimore 
and Philadelp hia. 
/ ‘The 
Anti-Saloon 
Leagu e 
is 
the 
stro ngest, best officered, best financed 
and best legally advised organization 
in the world.” said Mr. Gilmore. 
“It 
now holds the balance of p ower in a 
nu m ber of states. 
The leagu e is su p ­ 
p orted by millionaires, and is banded 
to gether not for the p u rp ose of better­ 
ing the p eop le at large, bu t to give 
p olitical p ower to those men who con­ 
tribu ted hu ndreds of tho u sands of dol­ 
lars annu ally to its camp aign fu nds. 
They secretly direct and m anip u late 
the organization so that, they are able 
often not only to seat whom they 
p lease in the gu bernato rial chair, hu t 
so m etim es even dictate the selection 
of United States senato rs. 
“In o rder to combat this leagu e and 
forestall p rohibition—which everyone 
knows does not really p ro hibit—we 
m u st try to rid the saloon bu siness 
of its evil asp ects. 
The p resent senti­ 
ment against the liqu or traffic is cau s­ 
ed by saloon keep ers who fail to obey 
the laws and by the p u blic and p u blic 
officers who fail to enforce them. The

Farmers are much concerned about 
the supply of seed corn [next spring 
and the question of where they will 
.be able to secure seed that will g ive 
them a g ood stand is one that is not 
easilv answered. 
The season was en­ 
tirely too short for the corn crop last 
y ear and as a consequence it failed to 
mature properly . 
All corn contains a 
larg e per cent of moisture and for 
some reason it has failed to dry out as it 
should, leaving most of it in a mouldy 
or soured condition. 
The g erm is 
weak and most of the corn g athered 
for seedjwill be unfit to plant 
A well known farmer in discussing 
the situation said: 
“ la examining 
the seed corn which I g athered last 
fall I find that there is scarcely any 
that will do to plant. 
The g erm in 
nearly every g rain is dead 'and al­ 
thoug h I g ave it the best of care the 
entire lot is worthless. 
I have just 
two bushels of old corn left and I res- 
g ard it as very valuable.” 
The fact that the tame condition 
prevails throug hout the entire country 
makes the question of where the seed 
for the coining crop is to be had a very 
serious one for the farmers.
